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School Districts to 
Bo Closed In State

LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - At 


least 16 Arkansas school dis- 
tricts will carry their desegre- 
gation plans forward this fall 
ty closing all-Negro facilities. 


Soffie districts are fully inte- 


grating grades 1-12 for the first 
time, Others are ending segre- 
gated schooling in only a few 
grades, Still others are adding 
grades to single systems started 
last year or in the 1965-66 
term, 


Lepanto, Keiser, the Desha 


Central District in Desha Coun- 
ty, 
Smackover 
the 
Parkers 


Chapel District in Union County 
and the Village District in Co- 
lumbia County will eliminate or 
complete elimination of the dual 
school system. 


Nashville, Marked Tree, Lu- 


xora and Conway will have sin- 
gle systems in grades 9-12 when 
classes start this fall, Humnoke 
(Lonoke County) and Harmony 
Grove (Ouachlta County) will 
be fully Integrated in grades 
7-12, and Burdette will have 
eliminated segregated classes 
In grades 4-12. 


The Hope School District will 


close its Powers (Negro) Ele- 
mentary School, located about 
eight miles west of Hope, and 
reassign its students to other 
schools In the district. 


The Arkansas City District 


will send both its white and 
Negro students in grades 9-12 
to Desha Central High School 
under 
a tuition 
arrangement 


while continuing to operate a 
dual system in grades 1-8. 


These districts will join the 


Morrilton, Washington, Hamp- 
ton, Hempstead County, Cross 
County No. 7, Batesvllle, Plum 
Bayou 
(Jefferson 
County), 


Clarksville, Benton and Fort 
Smith school districts which 
have closed all-Negro facilities 


in the last two years. 


The state Education Depart- 


ment said other districts may 
be planning to close all-Negro 
schools next fall, but word of 
any other changes which may 
have been proposed 
has not 


reached Little Rock. 


The closings confirmed this 


fall, by district: 


VILLAGE: 
The 
Damascus 


School, grades 
1-12, will be 


closed, subject to approval by 
the U. S. Office of Education, 
leaving the district with fully 
integrated classes. 


ARKANSAS 
CITY: Mrs. 


Madge Youree, superintendent, 
said that grades 9-12 in the all- 
Negro J. B. Payne School will 
be closed and Negro students 
sent on a tuition basis to Desha 
Central, along with the district's 
white high school students who 
have been going to school at 
McGehee on a tuition basis. 


HOPE: Supt. James 
Jones 


said the Powers School will be 
closed with about 40 pupils to 
be distributed among other ele- 
mentary schools in the district. 


DESHA 
CENTRAL: 
Supt. 


Robert Crain said that grades 
7-12 
in the Wolf Project (Negro) 


School at Tillar will not reopen 
this 
fall and that all 
Wolf 


Project students will be enrolled 
at Desha Central at Rohwer by 
January if the school, which 
was heavily damaged by fire 
in March, is rebuilt by then. 


NASHVILLE: 
Supt. H. 
E. 


Moody said the Childress High 
School, grades 9-12, will be 
closed but the district will con- 
tinue to operate grades 1-8 at 
the all-Negro Southslde School. 


LEPANTO: Supt. W. E. Lang- 


rell said that the all-Negro 
Spear Lake Elementary School, 
five miles south of Lepanto, will 
be closed and the 37 children 
who attended grades 2-4 there 
last year will be transferred to

Lepanto started its move 


to the single system by closing 
its all-Negro high school two 
years ago. The district has 
about 1,000 students, 10 per cent 
Negro, Langrell said. 


MARKED TREE: Supt. W.G. 


Key said grade 9 in the all- 
Negro Carver High School will 
be closed and students transfer- 
red to Marked Tree High as 
Negro students in grades 10*12 
were last year. Marked Tree 
will continue its dual system in 
grades 1-8. Key said that the 
district has a freedom of choice 
desegregation plan and so many 
Negroes requested transfer to 
integrated schools that it was 
no longer economically feasible 
to operate an all-Negro high 
school. 


SMACKOVER: 
Supt. H. C. 


Dial said the Smakcover Train- 
ing School, grades 1-12, will be 
closed, leaving the district with 
a single system in all grades. 
Dial said about 70 per cent of 
the district's about 240 Negro 
students had elected to attend 
integrated schools under free- 
dom of choice, making closing 
of the Negro school a matter 
of economics, Smackover has a 
total enrollment of about 1,100. 


TYRONZA: The 26 Negro stu- 


dents in grade 9 of the Tyronza 
Consolidated 
School 
will be 


moved to Tyronza High School, 
leaving the district with a sin- 
gle system in grades 9-12, with 
enrollment divided about 60 per 
cent white, 40 per cent Negro. 
The district will continue its 
dual system in grades 1-8 for 
the time being, Supt. Newton 
Norrls said. 


HUMNOKE: Supt. Billy Paul 


Boyle said the district plans to 
close grades 7-9 in the all- 
Negro Carver School this fall 
after closing grades 9-12 last 
year. Boyle said grades 1-6 will 
be retained at Carver because 
tShere are new facilities there. 
The district has 482 students 
with population about equally 
divided 
between 
white 
and 


Negro. 


BURDETTE: 
Supt. 
L. 
H. 


Autry said the district will go 
under a single system this year 
except in grades 1-3 and he ex- 
pects the system to be fully 
unified next year. The district 
does not operate a high school 
and sends all students in grades 
10-12, white and Negro, to Bly- 
theville on a tuition basis. About 
35 per cent of the district's 350 
students are Negroes. 


KEISER: Supt. H. E. Barton 


said conversion to a single sys- 
tem will be completed in Sep- 
tember with closing of grade 2 
in 
the Southside Elementary 


School and transfer of 22 stu- 
dents to Keiser schools. Grade 
2 in the Negro school was not 
eliminated last year because 
there was no room for these 
students, he said. About 24 per 
cent of Reiser's 650 students are 
Negroes. The district integrated 
grades 9-12 in 1965-66 and all 
other grades except grade 2 last 
year. 


LUXORA: Supt. C. D. King 


said grades 9-10 at the South- 
side School will be closed this 
year, leaving the district under 
a single system in grrdes 9-12 
and a dual system in grades 
1-8. The district has 1,050 stu- 
dents, about 45 per cent Negro. 


HARMONY 
GROVE: 
Supt. 


W. P. Nash said grades 7-12 at 
the 
all-Negro 
Union 
Grove 


School on Highway 7 will be 
closed and 100 students moved 
to Harmony Grove. The Union 
Grove* School will continue to 
operate as an all-Negro facility 
in grades 1-6. The Harmony 
Grove District has about 850 
pupils with 35 per cent Negro. 


CONWAY: Supt. H. L. Stan- 


fill said the all-Negro 
Pine 


Street 
High School 
will be 


closed and 73 students moved 
to Conway High School, leaving 
the district with a single sys- 
tem in grades 9-12. 


PARKERS CHAPEL: Grades 


1-6 in the district's all-Negro 
elementary 
school 
12 miles 


south of El Dorado on Highway 
15 will be closed, leaving the 
district with a single system In 
grades 1-12, School Board Presi- 
dent Ira Reynolds said. The dis- 
trict desegregated grades 7-12 
last year. The district has about 
60 Negroes among 250 pupils. 


All of these districts have 


freedom of choice desegregation 
In grades where the dual sys- 
tem is retained. 


Some 
superintendents said 


that enrollment breakdowns by 
race were not available. Others 
said that records by race are 
no longer kept. 


"I have to go out and make

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Compromise 
Draft Bill 
Is Passed

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 


draft legislation requiring defer- 
ments for most college under* 
grads who request them and in- 
directly recommending that 19* 
year-olds be inducted first is 
two short steps from becoming 
law. 


The 
compromise 
measure 


cleared the Senate Wednesday 
and shared priority in the House 
with a bill aimed at halting a 
railroad strike scheduled for 
next week. 


House leaders hoped to pass 


both measures today, with the 
strike bill having the right of 
way. 
If the draft bill wasn't 


acted on today, the leaders said 
it would be considered next 
week. 


After passage it would go to 


the President for signature. 


The draft proposal would go 


into effect for four years start- 
ing July 1 and would make sev- 
eral basic changes in the Selec- 
tive Service Act of 1948. 


It would require local draft 


boards to grant deferments to 
undergraduate college students 
requesting them and meeting 
scholastic and other school re- 
quirements. 


The deferment would end 


when the student reached age 
24, left school or completed his 
undergraduate work, whichever 
came first. The student would 
then go to the top of the group 
available for induction, ahead of 
the 19-year-olds. 


Student deferments are dis- 
cretionary 
with 
local 
draft 


boards under the present law. 


While the legislation does not 


require the induction of 19-year- 
olds ahead of all others, Con- 
gress has endorsed in formal 
reports 
the President's an- 


nounced plan to put them at the 
top of the priority list. This 
would be a reversal of the pres- 
ent system of first drafting old- 
er men in the 19 to 26 age 
group.

NEW YORK (AP) - "It's a 


strange feeling, thinking he's 
just at work and tonight maybe 
tie'll be home. Then the night 
comes and the house is quiet. 
The kids are in bed. But he 
doesn't come home. He never 
comes home."

Jeanette Kaminsky, who lost

U.S. forces in Vietnam. 


The question of boosting U.S. 


forces in the war has been un- 
der study for months but no fi- 
nal decisions have been made. 
Pentagon sources said. 


The U.S. commitment In Viet- 


nam now stands at better than 
462,000 men. This is close to the 
470,000 which officials have indi- 
cated as the currently planned 
build-up level. 


Gen. Wlliam C. Westmore- 


land, the U.S. commander in 
Vietnam, reportedly has sub- 
mitted proposals for varying 
numbers of additional troops. 


These variations, it is under- 


stood, are based on different 
levels of military campaigning 
in the months ahead and differ- 
ent time periods in which to 
seek certain military objectives. 


Possible U.S. troop reinforce- 


ments under alternative propos- 
als range from two to four divi- 
sions, sources said. Counting 
supporting element;, this could 
come to anywhere from 50,000 
to about 100,000 more men.

may be an authorization for one 
more division force for Viet- 
nam, or 25,000 to 30,000 men.
